BRITAIN APOLOGIZES TO

“Consequently we are at war with 
Germany. .. I am certain the right 
will prevail.” 

The momentous declaration was 
heard in Canada at 616 a.m, EDT, 
in Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain’s broadcast to the Empire. 

Time and Time’s changes made a 
sharp contrast in the reception of the 
news in comparison with that of the 
empire entering the Great War Tues- 
day, August 4, 1914. 

Monday morning Canada literally 
awakened to the fact of the Empire 
“at war. The announcement was not

Britain’s entry into the Great War 
in 1914 was announced in the eve- 
ning of a midsummer day in Canada 
with great crowds thronging streets 
of the cities awaiting the news. De- 
monstrations continued for hours, The

cities and towns across Canada. Par- 
liament was called that night to meet 
sixteen days later to decide the part 
Canada should take in the war, 

Sunday, September 3rd, 1930—the 
grim news was broken over the air 
and in newspaper extras.

RAISE FOODSTUFFS 
| ON VACANT LAND 


Legislation has been prepared which 
when officially approved, will per- 
mit any person in Ontario to apply 
to the local Municipal Council for 
permission to raise crops of foodstuffs 
/on vacant land, Hon. Eric Cross, 
‘Provincial Minister of Welfare, said 
1 oe 

The legislation, up for ratification 
;at the special session of the legisla- 
‘ture this week, is part of a plan to 
,use Ontario's idle land and manpower 

for the production of essential foods 
to meet the war-time emergency. 

E. A. Horton, Director of Unem- 
ployment Relief who will act as ad- 
ministrator of the new Act, already 
has conferred with relief administ- 
rators of most of the larger centres 
_of the province and has enlisted their 
support. 

Mr, Cross said he expected work 
on the land would start this Autumn. 
Compensation would be made by the 
local council in the event of the land 
being used for building before the 
crops are harvested. 

Families on relief will be required 
to take plots and all produce grown 
will be retained by the families for 
their own use. The value will not 
be deducted from the food allow- 
ance. : 

“Passage of the measure, which 
is known as the Vacant Land Cul- 
tivation Amendment Act, will give 
municipalities authority to require re- 
liefees to take up garden plots and 
will also.permit ordinary household- 
ers to produce food for their own 
use,” Mr. Cross said. 

In this way we feel that we can 
offset to a tremendous extent, the 
probable increase in the price of other 
foodstuffs so that relief scales will 
not be thrown out of line,”’ said Mr. 
Cross. “In the case of relief recipients 
it is expected that the plan will off- 
set to a large extent the loss of pur- 
chasing power due to the increased 
price of many commodities, and will 
utilize to the fullest possible extent 
_ the employability of every recipient 
‘over the age of 16 years.
